THE S H A D E S FALL 


From the Imprisoned O'Brien and He 
Walks from His Cell a Free 
Man—Foreign News. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 20.—Mr. Wm. O'Brien, 
M. P., and editor of the United Ire- 
land^ who has been confined in prison 
since October 31, was released from the 
Tnllamore jail to-day. He proceeded to 
a priest's house in Tnllamore, followed by 
a large crowd, which cheered him re- 
peatedly. No disorder. 


Father Matthew Byan, the priest 
who was imprisoned at Limerick for a 
month for inciting the people to illegal 
acts in connection with the plan of cam- 
paign, was released Wednesday. Ten 
ttiousand persons were collectei around 
the prison and when he emerged he was 
received with prolonged cheers. 


The mayor of the town, the sheriffs, 
the municipal council and many mem- 
bers of the clergy crowded around him 
and congratulated him upon his release. 
A carriage was in waiting and the priest 
was driven to a hotel. The police and a 
force of military were on duty to prevent 
disorder. 


LONDON, Jan. 20.—In an interview 
at Venice, Don Oarlos declared that 
Spain must become one of the great 
European powers. The present mon- 
archy, he said, was unfitted to carry on 
the work before it and unless it was re* 
placed he was strongly of the opinion 
that a republic would soon come. 


It is stated that Spain is organizin g 
an expedition for Morocco, to cosnist of 
25,000 men. 


THIRTY TE4BS A FUGITITE. 


A Mob Tisits a Jail and Deals ont Jos- 
tice to Two Noted Des- 
peradoes. 


GAiiVBSTON, Jan. 20.—A special from 
Caldwell sflys: "A mob gained an en- 
trance to the jail here last night for the 
purpose of lynching three Mexicans, 
' charged with the murder of Planter Al- 
j ford several days ago. Pazo, one of the 
! prisoners, confessed. 
The mob found 
i the murderers in a cell with a negro, 
whom they commanded to throw the 
Mexicans out of the cell one by one. 
After a terrible struggle the negro ejected 
Pazo and another Mexican, both of 
whom were shot. 
The mob then '/ik- 
tired." 


GIDEON'i^FIND. 


Arrested for a Morder Committed Be- 
fore the War. 


ZANBSVILLE, O., Jan 
20.—Thirty 
yean ago Bichard Oassibone, a canal 
boatman, living at Dresden, this coun- 
ty, killed a young man named William 
Hyde during a quarrel which arose 
through Hyde interfering to prevent 
Oassibone from beating his wife. Oassi- 
bone was convicted of manslaughter and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for six 
years. While being taken there he es- 
caped. 


Yesterday a man known as Isaac 
Brown was arrested at 
Masseyville, 
Boss county, charged \»ith being Bich- 
ard Oassibone, the fugitive from justice. 
He is sixty-nine years old, nearly blind, 
and became disabled in the army, where 
he served three years. 
He denies being 
the man. 
He was brought to this citf 
and placed in jail to await identification, 
and if he is Bichard Gassibone will be 
taken to serve his term. The arrest was 
brought about by Hyde's brother, a resi- 
dent of Dresden, who has been trying 
to find his brother's murderer ever since 
his escape.

Absurd Views Held by the New York Tri- 
bune—The Reductlo Ad Adsnrdum. 
We (lid not know how largely the na- 
tional prosy.erity is due to the tarifT on 
potatoes uutil we read it in The Tribune. 
We then learned from an interview with 
a dealer in the article that if the duty of 
fifteen cents per bushel were repealed, or 
materially lowered, we should not h«^ 
able to compete with European potatoes 
In our own markets. Scotland, it appears, 
is our fiercest competitor, but England, 
Holland, Belgium, Germany and Den- 
mark are pressing the Long Island farmer 
with great energy. 
"If," says this New 
York dealer, "they send as much as they 
do while there is still a fifteen cent 
tariff on potatoes, what would be the 
limit of this supply if that much profit ia 
added to each bushel? It would, I think, 
soon be found unprofitable to raise pota- 
toes in America." 
It might be added— 
aud the reflection will occur to every 
logical mind—that if we cannot raise 
potatoe.s without a tariff, we shall soon 
be unable to raise wheat or cotton without 
it, and tliat we are rapidly approaching 
the condition of not being able to earn a 
living off the most bountiful land in the 
world witliout a system of taxation that 
locks up $100,000,000 a year of our money. 
The poultry dealers are already complain- 
ing of the competition of foreign laid eggs. 
The ice cutters a few years ago wanted a 
duty on foreign ice, and thought that 
they were iH used because they didn't get 
It. 
The fishermen have upset the treaty 
of Washington and got us into a deíü 
of trouble for the sake of a duty on salt 
fish. 
And now the sorghum 
boilers 
in Kansas are protesting against any 
meddling with the duty on sugar, because 
they say they can make sugar as cheaply 
as it can be made in Louisiana. 
A hod 
carrier in this city lifted up his voice 
the other day against any disturbance on 
the tariff, fearing apparently that brick 
buildings erected by pauper labor might 
rush in here from Europe. 
As to coal, 
how often have we been told that al- 
though we have about thirty times as 
much of this mineral as Great Britain 
and Canada combined, we should be com- 
pelled to leave it in the earth and depend 
upon foreijim supplies If the duty were 
removed. 
Indeed, we can imagine a con- 
dition in which we should all be thrown 
helpless on our backs, and be compelled 
to receive our food, clothing and fuel 
from foreigners, giving them nothing in 
return. 
How long they would continue 
to supply us on those terms, heaven only 
knows.—New York ITation.
